The cost of its erection so far has ron

Mt. Pieasant bas derived ita name from being 
situated on the highest ground between the 
Mississippi and Skunk river, and is the County 

Seat of Henry county. It is a pleasant and 
well-built town, containing about 4,00 inhabit- 
ants. The Keokuk and Muscatine K. R., when 
completed, will pass throug! it, On the right, 
as we leave the town, is the Iowa Wesleyan 
University, one of the oldest and most flourish- 

ing educational iastitations in the State. 

After leaving Mount Pleasant the country be- 
comes more broken, and we soon cross Big 
Creek. Timber is now to be seen on both sides 
of the road. Six miles from Mount Pleasant it 
erosses Skunk River by a bi igh bridge. The 
road — 2 — river by a deep eut through 
clay and coeueretionar limestone, out of which 
were taken when being made, the skeletons of 
a full grown, and several small specimens, of 
an extinct species of peceary. 

On the opposite side of the river is the town 
of Checauque, which is the Indian name for 
Skunk. Tue classic town of Rome is a half, 
mile lower down, on the same side, where, in

After lea on 
tde divide — Bash and Woolf —— 
Three miles from the river the road strikes the 
Iowa Coal Field. The coal outcrops on both 
the above mentioned streams, and is used to 
Some extent, as will be seen by the coal cars 
at — 

Seven miles from Checanque is Glendale. It 
It is on the edge of the timber. To the south of 
it is the celebrated Round Prairie, one of the 
finest agricultural regions in the State. On the 
north is also a largeSwedish settlement. After 
leaving Glendale the road passes over a high 
rolling prairie, and continues so until we arrive 
at Fairneld. fairfield is the county seat of Jet- 
ferson county, and contains about 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It is situated upon a high prairie, from 
which it has derived its name, and is quite a 
substantial town. 

Two miles from Fairfield coal is mined on the 
road. The seams bere are about three feet thick, 
and the coal is of good quality. It outcrops on 
Cedar Creek, where the road crosses, and it has 
been ascertained that the coal becomes better 
the farther west it is found. After g the 
stations of Libertyville and Ashlaud we arrive 
at Agency City. 

Just as we approach the last named place, on 
the left is to be seen a beautiful grove, in which 
is to be found the house eccupied by the U.S 
2 as the agency for the Sac and Fox 

dians, from which the town has derived its 
name. Near the house, in av enclosure, are the 
— of General Street, several members of 

famuy. and that of W appello, the last of the 
Sac and Fox chiefs that lived in Iowa. The 
spot was a favorite one with bim, and well do 
we recall the emotions that crowded upon us 
when we first visited this spot, aud stood gazing 
upon the monument erected as a tribute of 
respect to his memory by his tribe, on a sam- 
per eve four years ago. But few years had 

apsed and he upon whom our thoughts were 
then centered, roamed in his native grandeur, 
Lord of all he surveyed.” Ere he had fin- 
ished his career, the tine lands, those beaatiful 
oa the temples of nature in which be had 

u wont to worship the “Great Spirit,” had 
been wrested from him and his tribe by mani- 
est destiny or Anglo Saxon rapacity. Aller 
all was gone, his last request was to be buried 
with his fathers, a boon which could not be de- 
nied him.

OUR MINNESOTA LE: TER.

Things wag on slowly. Already seven weeks 
of the Session have passed away, and no man 
foresees the end. The interest waxes as the time 
passes, and business seems to accumulate 
rather than decrease. Both Houses work from 
early in the morning until dark, but make 
small headway, and the country presses of 
both parties are beginning to complain. Yet I 
do not see how the Session can possibly close 
before March 1, if within two weeks 3 
really. 
The Railroad Committee has sent in about 
half a dozen majority aud minority reports, 
with as many plans for the settlement of our 
Railroad difficulties. It only farther embar- 
rasses the matter, as each plan bas afew advo- 
cates, and thus the work of adjusting the com-
